NE THING we learn from imperialist policy is that 


an imperalist government can raid, rob. plunder and 


kill and bless its crimes in terms of the highest ethics. 
The same acts committed by an individual are con- 
demned by a legal and ethical code, which sends its au- 
thors to prison or to execution. 


The French seizure of the Ruhr is an example of 


this. A I'vigit of lurror goes \vuii liic M-i/,un: ot n;.»i es- 
tate, mines and industries. 
It is not the French Gov- 


ernment that will hold these properties. The latter will 


• come into possession of French investors if the occupa- 


tion is permanent. The French Government therefore 
serves as robber and thug for iUs wealthy investors. 


The process by which private crimes become nat- 


ional virtues when committed by a government is to be 
found in the coercion of opinions by agencies forming 
and 
controlling opinions. 
These agencies condemn 


private crimes and glorify national crimes. 
Even tho 


the latter cost a sea of blood it is regarded as glorious. 
The burglar who takes one life in his trade is regarded i 
as a hideous monster. 


The ethical sanctions of the present imperalist area 


are shot thru with these ghastly contrasts. 
They will 


never disappear until the diplomatic and international 
order that gives rise to them is abolished. 


E. Mont Reily's Resignation 


E 


. MONT REILY'S resignation from his post as gov- 


ernor of Porto Rico is dive, he states in his cable to 


President Harding, to ill health following an accidental 
injury. 
There will be no inclination among Mr. Reily'.s 


critics to question the accuracy of this statement or lo 
wish him anything but an early and complete recovery. 
Yet his withdrawal from office must be looked upon 
politically as an event of good omen. 


During a term of less than two years he did about 


all a governor could to make himself distasteful to the 
people he was sent to govern. 
In his inaugural speech 


he tactlessly inveighed against those Porto Ricans who, 
following a precedent not unknown to Americans, 
•were conducting an agitation for complete independ- 
ence. From that time forward he seemed to be doing 
his best to alienate every native who preserved any self 
respect, or who did not unreservedly proclaim the 
Americans as superior beings. 
The charges of misap- 


propriation of funds which were brot against him were 
doubtless due rather to the political and personal ani- 
mus he excited than lo any irregularities on his part, yet 
they revealed a depth of distrust which made him any- 
thing but a desirable executive. 


There is little in Mr. Reily's cablegram of resigna- 


tion to which exception can be taken (unless it is its 
verbosity and bad rhetoric), yet, the blundering and in- 
effective personality of the writer is plain for those who 
read between the lines. 
It is all very well to declare 


that "Americanization of the islands must be contin- 
ued" and that "where the outposts have been planted 
,<h£y must never be withdrawn." but if this means, as it 
did seem to mean under Governor Reily. an arrogant 
intolerence of native traditions and preferences, it is 
rankly imperialistic. 


Successful colonial administration demands an ex- 


ecutive willing to go half way to meet the governed 
people. Mr. Reily's plan, it appeared, was to make the 
Porto Ricans over to resemble the inhabitants of Marion, 
Ohio. 
And that wouldn't have worked, even tho Mr. 


Reily had retained his health.

Vaccination Is 2,000 Years Old 


'Vaccination is an outgrowth of man's effort to 


protect himself from pestilence by using nature's meth- 
ods of defense," says Dr. G. W. McCoy, director of the 
Hygienic Laboratory of the U. S. Public Health Service. 
"Primitive man noticed that recovery from a first at- 
tack by most diseases gave immunity against other at- 
"tacks-; and some 2,000 years ago he began to inocluatc 


Ms fellows with smallpox when conditions seemed pro- 
pitious instead of waiting for nature to do it at some 
lime when conditions might be unpropitious. 


"Inoculations against smallpox were made in India 


and in China as early as 300 U. C. Later, when the 
disease reached Europe, inoculation went with it. sup- 
plemented by a new method called 'selling smallpox' 
exposing a well person to contact with one ill with the 
disease so that if he survived he would 'DO proof against 
it. 


"Inoculation differs somewhat from vaccination as 


devised by Jenner, but the principle is the same. More- 
over, long before Jenner's day it was known that an at- 
tack of cowpox gave immunity from smallpox, and rec- 
ords show that men who had recovered from cowpox 
had themselves inoculated with smallpox to make the 
proof conclusive. Jenner. however, as he himself says, 
'placed vaccination on a rock' where he knew it would 
be immovable. 


"Piefore the days of vaccination conservative esti- 


mates show that one-third of all persons had smallpox 
and one-tenth of all deaths wore due to it. 
Today 


smallpox is rare; many physicians have never seen a 
case: and, where vaccination is consistently practiced 
no deaths from it occur. Formerly small pox was con- 
sidered a children's disease: and it still is a child's 
disease 
where infantile and school vaccination is neg- 


lected. 
"Witness the Philippines, where four or five 


years ago, after years of nr-'/lrct of vaccination, an epi- 
demic swept away nearly 
: • > . < ! » > ( ) persons, a large per- 


centage of ihc fatalities lie!'./ among children under ten 
years of age.
